Iris gratifying to seo that the remon- 
strances of the Chairman at the annual 
meeting of the Chamber of Commerce 
had due effect aud that a sufficieut 
number of members attended at the 
adjourned meeting on Monday last, 
‘The business that was brought before 
the members was not of capital impor- 
tance, bat interest was evidently taken 
in the discussions which did occur, 
enough at any rate to absolve the 
Chamber from the charge of absolute 
apathy. Wo sympathise with the Chai 
man in his lamentations on the decline 
in the Chamber's income caused by 
a diminished subscription to the 
fortnightly market report. ‘The cause 
of this diminution is not far to seek, 
Every year firms here become more 
aud more specialists, aud the old days 
in which every firm undertook every 
kind of business have quite passed 
away. Specialist circulars have grown 
up as our business firms have diverged 
into certain lines of trade, and these 
private special circulars are subscribed 
for and sent home now, where formerly 
the general market report of the Cham- 
ber was adopted. It would be almost 
impossible for the Secretary of the 
Chamber to compile a cireular every 
week, containing all the information 
given in these private circulars, and we 
therefore see little hope that the Cham- 
ber’s income will be increased by any 
practicable improvement in the Market- 
Keport. A minor point ta ohserve is. 
that the Chamber's report, in accord- 
ance with old custom, is only published 
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fortnightly, while its competitors notice 
no distinction in importance between 
tho French and English mails. 

The most striking question dis- 
cussed at the meetiug was introduced 
by a letter from Messrs. Welch, Lewis 
&Co., asking the Chamber to represent 
to the Ministers at Peking and the In- 
spector-General of Customs, the injary 
done to the tea trade by the local 
taxation aud export duty on tea. The 
subject has been recently thoroughly 
presentedin our columns by Correspond- 
onts, ‘The most noticeable point in the 
discussion was the diametrically oppo- 
site views enunciated by two well-in- 
formed speakers, both of whom have 
had a long experience in the trade, 
‘My. Welch and Mr. Hertz, Mr. Welch 
follows K.C.Y. in holding that the trade 
is being injured by thecartailment of 
the export, which in its turn is due to 
the heavy taxation to which the loaf 
is subject before it is put on board the 
London steamer; while Mr. Hertz 
considers that it is not a question 
of duties at all, but that the trade 
is suffering from over-production, the 
amount produced and sent forward 
being so far in excess of requirements 
that it cau never be got rid of in Lon- 
ou Lefore the new crop arrives. Mr. 
J. M. Young, who has also beon engaged 
for many years in the ten trade, agreed 
outively with Mr, Hertz, and made the 
somewhat unaccountable statemext that 
he believed it would be to the detriment 
of tho foreigu trader to remove the 
dnty on tea. Mr, Purdon, mindful of the 
celebrated paradox of the dramatist -— 

“My wound is geoat because it is so

poiuted out that if Mr. Hertz's theory 
was correct, the best thing for the trade 
would be that the duties should be 
made go high as to atop the export 
altogether ; and at this point the in- 
formation given by the speakers was 
yecommended to the consideration of 
tive incoming committee. 

Our own opinion is, that there is 
much trath in the views both of Mr, 
‘Welch aud Mr. Hertz, but that neither 
of them hit tho real blot on the tea 
trade. The actual cost of picking, firing 
packing, inland freight aud daty, ex 
pott duty and freight and charges to 
London on a pound of tea is said 
to be at least sixpence, and at this 
figure nothing is left to the pro- 
ducer, except the nominal payment to 
his family for the time spent in pick- 
ing the leaf. It is stated however that 
the producer gets as a rule at least 
three-pence a pound for his leaf, and 
does not pick the leaf at ull, unless he 
can get that, from which it wonld 
appear that there is more or less loss on 
every pound oftea sold in London forless 








than nine-pence. Millions of pounds 
are sold in London every year for a 
great deal less than nine-pence a pound; 
and even if the inland duties were taken 
away altogether, there would still be a 
great deal of tea sold at an apparent 
loss. On the other hand, it is well- 
known that the teamen, the middle- 
men that is, made such good profits 
last year on the average, that the pre- 
parations for packing this coming sea- 
son are larger thau ever before. It 
must be then that either the inland 
duties are over-estimated, or the pro- 
fits on the first and second crop teas 
more than make up for the losses 
on the common grades. Therefore 
wo cannot agree with Mr. Welch that 
the inland taxation is strangling tho 
trade. We regard Mr. Hertz’s view as 
fallacious becanse it is an axiom that 
the soundest condition for the merchant 
is large crops and low prices; to restrict 
production may give temporary relief 
to an overloaded market, but at the 
expense of permanent injary. What 
those who discuss the tea trade are 
apt to forget is, that relatively only a 
small portion of the total tea-barvest is 
gathered for the purposes of export. 
There are 250,000,000 of people in 
China, who drink tea morning, noon 
and night, while there are not more 
than 150,000,000 of people in western 
countries who drink tea, and with 
them it is only one of many bever- 
ages. Thas only a limited portion of 
the tea grown in China is prepared 
for foreign use, and the prices paid 
by foreigners do not regulate the 
supply of ten-leaf at all. The area of 
unoccupied land suitable for tea-plant- 
ing in China is practically unlimited, 
and of the tea already planted much 
remains unpicked every year. It is 
quite true that the export of tea from 
China has ouly increased to a trifling 
extent, if at all, in the last few years, 
bat that is not because the duties on 
tea are too high ; but because first, the 
superiority of strength in the tea from 
India, Java and Ceylon has given those 
kinds the preference in London, so that 
China tea now is ouly wanted to fill up 
the deficiencies in” those crops; and 
secondly because the improvements in 
telegraphic and steam communication 
render it no longer necessary to keep 
large stocks in London, and the trade 
there hasbeen gradually working off the 
accumulations of former years. There is 
no reason to believe that even now 
India can lay down tea in London at 
less cost than China can: for against 
the inland taxation in China, India 
bas to put dearer land, dearer labour, 
and loss by diseases and insects from 
which the tea-plant in China seems 








to be entirely free. A reduction in 
the inland taxation would make 


China’s competition with India more 
severe than it is, but India will main- 
tain its preference in London until 
foreigners ure allowed or encouraged 
to go into the tea-districts with the 
improved machinery used in India, and 
supervise the manufacture of the leaf 
to suit the tastes of the buyers at home. 
It is the acknowledged deterioration 
of the quality of China tea in recent 
years, deterioration that can only bo 
cured apparently by foreign supervi- 
sion, that has put China tea so far 
bebind its rivals on the London market. 
After all, when once the teaman has 
brought his tea to Hankow or Shang- 
hai, he is just as much obliged to sell it 
at the best price he can get, as the 
shipper here is forced to sell it sooner 
or Inter in London: and, generally 
speaking, it is not the cost of pro- 
duction which influences the price in 
Hankow or Shanghai, but the valuo 
which the foreign buyer thinks the 
tea will briug in London, A moder- 
ated export for a year or two more, 
which however we can hardly hope to 
see, would lead to such a reduction of 
the stock in London, that the China tea 
trade would be put once more in a 
thoroughly healthy condition. 

We have already dealt at some 
length on the other important question 
before the meeting of the Chamber, 
the revision of the Harbour Regula- 
tions, and we heartily join with the 
Chairman in hoping that the incoming 
Committee will succeed in deciding on 
and erecting a suitable memorial to 
Sir Harry Parkes.

AFFAIRS IN THE SOUTH-EAST OF EUROPE. 
Tux orders to the Russian fleet to go to 
Smyrua look very like Russia taking 
an independent position, which means 
her acting against Bulgaria and Tar- 
key, and being neutral, if not activily 
supporting Greece. It would seem as 
if a war in the sonth-east of Europe 
was near, aud recont telegrams have 
somewhat prepared us for the course 
which Russia has taken, Probably her 
co-operation with the other Powers 
was never genuine, but meant to give 
time to herself and Greoce to prepare 
for hostilities, unless they could obtain 
their objects by diplomacy. Turkey, 
Greece, Bulgaria, Roumelia aud Servia 
are now armed to tke teeth; and 
in the smaller kingdoms, aud pos- 
sibly also in Turkey, the poople and 
their rulers are burning for a fight, 
and all have ambitions which they are 
determined to try and satisfy. The 
best hope for peace is in the position of 
Austria, The animosities between her 
German, Slav, Czech, and Magyar popn- 
lations are so great as to make it 
necessary for the Cabinet of Vienna to 
do everything to avert a war in which 
hor integrity might be jeopardized, and 
by which her hold on Bosnia and 
Herzegovina would certainly be im- 
perilled, When reckoning tho offect 
which tho policy of Austria may be 
expected to have in the south-east of Eu- 
rope, it should be remembered that she

ago, if she did not actually encoarago 
and aid ber against the Bulgarians.

THE COURT OF CONSULS AND KEROSENE 
CARGOES. 

Ar a mecting of Consuls held Inst 
week a series of amendments on the 
Harbour Regulations proposed by the 
Harbour Muster were considered and 
disposed of. All were approved with 
the exception of oue to Regulation 
No, 14, regarding the portion of the 
harbour in which ships Inden with 
kerosene oil may be berthed and dis- 
charged, That Regulation is to the 
following effect: “Ve 
with kerosone oil or petroleum on 
bonrd as cargo shall be berthed on 
the Puotung side of the 9th Section 
of the Harbour and must remain 
there autil all such enrgo has been 
disobarged.” ‘The alteration whish the 
Harbone Master proposed should be 
undo in this wae, tu allow kerose: 
Indon vessels to berth opposite to No. 3 
Seotion and to discharge into godowus 
in that Section, Everyone who take 
a glance at the opposite side of the 
river will see that to allow kerosene 
oil to be lauded iu Section 8 us wollasin 
thecontiguous Section would not inorense 
the risk of danger to the Settlem 

As @ matter of fact, kerosene oil had 
been stored fur years in the godowns 
in Seotion 8, and nu one had felt uu 
nor had any authority ever interfored 
with tho practice, But the majority 
of the Consuls Lave now decided that 
the Harbour Regulation No, 14 must 
remnin as at present. We understand 
that one of the chief reasons which led 
the Consuls to this conclusion was, that 
if they now permitted oil-laden vessels 
opposite to No. 8 section, they might 
by and by be asked to allow them to berth 
opposite seotions nearer the Settlements. 
Supposing the Consuls were after.

THE DEATH OF MR. FORSTER. 
Tae Right Honourable William Edward 
Forster, whose death we learn by tele. 
gram, was the only eon of the late 
William Forster, who was for more 
than half a contury ® Minister of the 
Society uf Friends, and was born at 
Bradpole in Devonshire on the 11th 
of Jaly, 1818, His mother was a 
sister of Sic ‘Thomas Fuwell Buxto 
After receiving his education at the 
Friends? School, ‘fottentiam, he became 





















ak w partner in Fison 
and Forster up to the time of his 
death. During the famine in the yeni 
1846-7 he went to Ireland and dis. 
tribated « famine relief fund which 
tnd been rived by the Quakers, when 
his zeal 
attracted the attention of others who 
were engaged in the same wok, At 
the «general election of 1859 he stood 
for Leeds in the Liberal interest, aud 
was defeated; but two yenrs after- 
wards he was returned for Bradford 
and represented that town, aud from 
November last ono of its three di 
ever since. Bathe 
outencountering nd acrimonions 
opposition from ® portion of the con. 
ency, chiefly the politioul nou-cou- 
who were affended by h 
of the 25th clause of t 
Edneation Act of 1870, and who 
brought forward against him anarrow- 
minded member of their own section 
of the Radial party. In 1874 Mr, 
Borster was, however, returned ab the 
lead of the poll, the Tories giving 
him their second votes, After filling 
some subordinate officers in the Guv- 





























Vice-President of the Oounoil, and in 
this capacity bad charge of the Educa- 
tion Act and afterwards of the Ballot 
Bill, and his temper and taot greatly 
assisted the passage of theso mensures 
through the House of Comm When 
Mr. Gladstone abandoned the leader- 
ship of the Liberal Party after the 
general election in 1874, Mr. Forster 
wascousidered by many his most suitable 
successor, but the rancour of the section 
which bad opposed him at the election 
continued unabated, and thie, with 
the desire of others to be led by the 
Marquis of Hartington, caused him to 
withdraw his name. Ina letter, ad- 
dressed, we think, to Mr. Bright, he said 
that he could not undertake the office 
of lender even if chosen to do so at an 
approaching meeting of the Party, as it 
appeared clear to him he that would not 
receive general support, During the 
Disraeli Administration, he actively 
opposed their foreign policy, and on 
the return of Mr. Glndstone to power 
in 1880 he accepted office as Secretary 
to the Lord Lieutenant of Irolan 
In this position he had the ohief con- 
duct of Irish affairs, and incurred the 
deadly Latred of the Nationnlist party, 
Although he frequently received threat. 
ening lotters his life was never ac 
tually attempted, but after the Phoonix 
Park murders it was discovered that 
@ plot had been formed for his ase 
snssinal The imprisonment of 
Mr. Parnell and other leaders of the 
Land League occurred during bis term 
of office, and the measures which he oon- 
sidered necessary for the goverumont 
of Ireland failing to meet the appr 
of some of his colleaguos, he, wit 
Earl Cowper, the Lord Lieutenant, re« 
ued in April, 1882. Since then be has 
: © private member of Parliament, 
Mr, Forster cnn ecarcely be ani 
lave attained the political position 
which was anticipated for him some 
fifteen years ngo, but this has been 
chiefly owing to the claims to high 
office of other mombers of the Liberal 
Party, There is no doubt he was @ 
man of mach greater political ability 
than Lords Derby, Granville, or Kira 
berley, or placemen like Sir William 
Harovurt, all of whom have been 
Seoretaries or State, but none of whom 
are beld in such genoral estimation 
for statesmanship as Le was. His 
appearance and manner of speaking 
were rather rough, if not uncouth, but 
ia debating power was undoubted ; 
is honesty of purpose, and the 
moderation with which be advocated 
opinione, sometimes of an advanced de« 
scription, made him a political powor 
in the House, There have been 
very few who have during the Inst 
quarter of ® century commanded the 
same influence among the best men of 
both political parties. A portion of 
the non-conformists treated him uu- 
generously, the Nationaliats bated him 
for the firmness he had shown in Irish 
affaire, but the great bulk of the Li 
berals aud the Tories held him iu

in my view result in any sudden and alarm- 
ing increase ,in the yield, auch as some 
persons appear to fear. Mr. Hertz says 
that we are now suffering from excess of 
tor, but » glauce at statistics will show him 
that of late years this is not the case, the 
yearly aupply of China toa falling ‘con- 

erably short of the consumption. Under 
those circumstances, a moderate increase 
in the yield is not to be dreaded, if 
panied by cheaper cost, and consequent in- 
creased consumption. We are not suffer- 
ing from excess of tea, but from the effects 
of excessive taxation,
